Perhaps a major 
reason for this interest has 
been the large number of post- 
graduate students from tropi- 
cal countries who have studied 
at Macdonald and their interest 
to make a meaningful contri- 



FINAL EXAMS-GOOD OR BAD? 



Are exams really important? 
Are final exams an accurate 
evaluation of a student's know- 
ledge, understanding and re- 
tention of course material'? 

What alternatives could be used 
instead of final exams? When 
these questions were posed to 
staff and students, the opinions 
received varied among the staff 
as well as among the students. 

Professor D.A. Raymond, 
Food Science, felt the question, 
"What do I think about ex- 
ams?" could be translated to 
"What do I think about exams 
for others?" i.e. students. "I 
think a lot about exams. I am 
bothered by exams. I ques- 
tion their use, their value, 
as an evaluation tool. I dislike 
writing exams. I find setting an 
exam one of the most difficult 
tasks I face. I procrastinate 
to the point of no return on 
marking exams, not because of 
the time and concentration de- 
manded of marking but because 
the results are final and irre- 
vocable. They bring me up 
short, facing evidence that is 
irrefutable of my shortcomings 
as a teacher. I am concerned 
by the obvious errors or omis- 
sions in answers that at this 
stage I cannot do anything 
about. A "final" exam is final 
in more ways than one. This is 
what I think about final exams 
personally. 

But what do I think about 
using exams as the evaluation 
tool to judge the degree of 
understanding of a body of know- 
ledge that I want to be sure 
the student has gained from my 
teaching efforts? I recognize 
the need to evaluate, I agree 
with the philosophy that learn- 
ing for learning sake has few 
devoted followers, and that for 
most of us other motivating 
factors are needed. One of 
these motivational factors is 
achieving a preset goal, in 



this case a grade. Another 
is the competitive element of 
being rated in your peer group 
There are various ways other 

than the formal , written exam. 

! ve tneo many ot tnese. ihe 
short quiz given every other 
week, the choice answer - true 
or false type of test (never 
called an exam), evaluation on 
class performance and this is 
frequently a lab or conference 
type situation, workable where 
the group is very small so that 
the evaluator really knows the 
individual and can judge per- 
formance by observation. 

I haven't used but I have ex- 
perienced self-grading. Where 
the student informs the instruc- 
tor of the grade they feel they 
have "earned". This is opting 
out, as I see it. The instruc- 
tor passes the responsibility to 
evaluate inherent in his posi- 
tion to the student. Practition- 
ers of this method claim it is 
a much fairer, unbiased method 
of evaluation - for my money 
this is begging the issue - but 
it is one method. 

From my personal experien- 
ce and this is all on which I 
can base my answer to the 
posed question, I think a final 
exam is an equitable method 
of determining knowledge re- 
tention, it is not the only me- 
thod. A mix of methods is pro- 
bably the most effective. I have 
no arguments against the al- 
ternative methods except to say 
that no matter what they are 
called they basically are mea- 
suring devices and produce the 
same gut reaction in the stu- 
dent. The only real alternative 
is complete removal of any 
evaluating practices from the 
educational system and I am 
still reactionary enough not to 
be convinced of the value of 
that approach." 

Jim Donaghue, a Ull Zoology 
major also thought that "final 



exams are a pretty good idea". 
Jim went on to say that "his 
term marks thus far, in sever- 
al courses are rather weak, 

to say the least and that ai- 
mcn*gn siuuymy iui iinaib is <x 
real pain, at least they give 
him a chance to bring up his 
marks in those courses which 
are in need of some attention". 

There you Have it - the 
reason - for exams, but what 
about the reasons against final 
exams. Arlene Murphy, a Ull 
Dietetics student, is not a sup- 
porter of final exams. Accord- 
ing to Arlene, "The majority 
of exams are used to indicate 
a student's standing in relation 
to others. It supposedly mea- 
sures his knowledge of the sub- 
ject; however, I feel that many 
exams act merely to indicate 
one's memory capacity. The

bution to increase food pro- 
duction in their own countries. 
The infectious nature of their 
enthusiasm may well have rub- 
bed off on some of their pro- 
fessors, particularly with the 
growing realization that one of 
the greatest challenges of this 
century will be the attempt to 
provide enough food in the 
developing countries, largely 
located in tropical and sub- 
tropical climatic areas. 

Dr. E. Donefer, a nutrition- 
ist and a member of the De- 
partment of Animal Science in 
the Faculty of Agriculture, has 
evolved his interest in tropical 
agriculture over the past de- 
cade to the point where it now 
represents one of his major 
research efforts. 

To increase his knowledge 
of aspects of tropical agri- 
culture, Dr. Donefer spent the 
1972-73 academic year on sab- 
batical leave working at the 
Institute of Animal Science in 

was sponsored by Canadian 
University Services Overseas 
and the International Develop- 
ment Research Centre (IDRC) 
in Ottawa, and provided the 
opportunity to observe the 
remarkable increase in animal 
production achieved by the 
Cubans in the past half-dozen 
years. During his stay at the 
Institute, an affiliate of the 
University of Havana, Dr. 
Donefer participated in several 
studies. One of these, in- 
vestigated the possibility of 
converting sugarcane bagasse, 
a low-grade fibrous by-product 
of the sugar industry, into a 
useful feed for eagle. This 
study paralleled research 



which has been conducted on 
the Macdonald Campus on the 
treatment of straw, a residue 
from grain production which is 
now largely wasted, to improve 
its nutritive value for live- 
stock. Another trial conducted 
in Cuba involved the use of 
rapeseed meal as a protein 
source for cattle. The rapeseed 
meal, about 20 tons, was sup- 
plied by the Canadian Govern- 
ment which is interested in 
developing export markets for 
this crop grown largely in the 
Prairie provinces. Plans were 
also developed with the Cuban 
institute for extensive feeding 
trials with processed sugar- 
cane using a Canadian develop- 
ed derinding process. 

On a social note, Dr. Done- 
fer found Cubans to be open, 
friendly and sincere. He and 
his family made a great deal of 
friends mostly neighbours and 
fellow-workers. The children 
went to public schools where 



come in close contact with the 
Cuban youth. Dr. Donefer as- 
sured me that in Cuba they 
were never unwelcome and 
most important of all they 
never felt any sort of personal 
danger, in contrast to the si- 
tuation in other countries. 
Adapting to the Cuban lifestyle 
took a while but it was in- 
teresting. Sale of goods is 
government controlled so that 
rationing is practiced accord- 
ing to the supply of goods and 
the individual needs of con- 
sumers. The Donefer's shop- 
ped in special stores patroniz- 
ed by foreign technical person-

Exams are no doubt justified but examiners and curriculum 
programmers please do not forget your goal: Creative mind or 
robot? 

Good luck in your exams.

Articles such as stereos, 
TV'S, watches are difficult to 
buy because they are not con- 
sidered essential. Food and 
clothing on the other hand, are 
essential and nobody in Cuba 
does without, although supplies 
are limited 

Education-wise, the Castro 
Revolution initiated an illitera- 
cy eradication program that 
has been very successful. Edu- 
cation is free at all levels. 
Universities are practically 
oriented, for instance, the 
Faculty of Engineering has 
been relocated close to a 
major sugar factory so that the 
students could take active part 
in the processing of their No. 1 
crop. A new faculty of Veteri- 
nary Medicine is being located 
in the heart of a dairy produc- 
ing area. 

There are plenty of young 
graduates in Cuba who with 
time and experience will be 
of great value. At the present 
there is a need for experienc- 
ed personnel to provide ade- 



quate supervision particularly 
in research. 

Dr. Donefer feels personally 
satisfied with his Cuban ex- 
perience. He got a few projects 
started with which he remains 
in close contact and he and his 
family had many interesting 
experiences that I am sure 
enriched the already vast col- 
lection of memoirs of a well 
travelled family.

person with a photographic me- 
mory, who can study the day 
before an exam may come out 
with the highest mark in the 
class and yet have no real 
understanding of the subject 
he has taken. Then, are these 
standings correct? 

Exams tend to make students 
nervous and anxious. Many 
dread the upcoming exams and 
have a sigh of relief when it 
is over. The feeling of "one 
down, 4 more to go" is present. 
As one exam worry is over, 
another starts, and so the year 
drags by. 

Constant emphasis is on 
marks and exams offer a means 
for obtaining these marks. They 
act as a force, compelling stu- 
dents to study and in this re- 
spect they are good. But I feel 
that marks should not be the 
major theme of exams. Rather, 
exams should aid in studying 
and not connote a feeling of de- 
spair when they are mentioned. 
Much of this despair results 
from the fear of not passing or 
of not getting a high enough 
grade. Perhaps the exam sys- 
tem should be revised, such that 
a minor portion of the grades 



would be determined by them 
and with the majority of the 
marks stemming from lab re- 
port, assigments and take 
homes. The student retains 
much more and for a much 
longer period, material of which 
he has to think about rather than 
if he were hastily memorizing 
a concept for tomorrow's exam. 
I feel that the former would 
indicate, in a much better way, 
a student's standing and his 
understanding of the subject. 

I do not believe that exams 
should be used as a basis for 
determining a student's stand- 
ings. Rather, they ought to be 
used diligently as a study aid, 
with little emphasis on marks 
and more on understanding." 

Dr. T.G. Hartsock, Assistant 
Professor of Animal Science 
feels that "the ability of a stu- 
dent to do his best on an exam 
on any particular day varies 
with a lot of factors over which 
he has no control, i.e. sick- 
ness, other exams, fight with 
girlfriend or boyfriend, etc." 
Therefore he "prefers not to 
determine too large a propor- 
tion of a student's grade on any 
single day and as a rule would
